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NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN UNITED STATES FOREIGN 
TRADE ZONES

HE SIX Foreign Trade Zones now operating in the United 
States are equivalent to what in other countries are known as 
free ports. 

The authorizing and governing Statute for the Zones is the Foreign 
Trade Zones Act of 1934. This Act was amended by Public Law 
566 which became effective in June 1950. Details of the latter 
were given in an article which appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on July 22, 1950. 


Revised Regulations 


Revised regulations which became necessary because of the 
extension of the scope of the Zones provided for by the amending 
Act have recently been apyroved by the responsible authorities. 
Those issued by the Foreign Trade Zones Board of the Department 
of Commerce deal with the establishment, maintenance and 
administration of the Zones; those issued by the Bureau of 
Customs bring the Customs Regulations into line with the require- 
ments of the new law. 

The text of these regulations is somewhat lengthy and all that can 
be attempted within the space of this article is to indicate very briefly 
the present functions of the Zones and the advantages to those who 
avail themselves of the facilities provided by the Zone authorities. 

Although foreign goods may be brought into a Foreign Trade 
Zone without payment of duty, without a bond and without any 
undertaking to import or export, certain safeguards have to be 
imposed. The Zones are therefore enclosed and have guards who 


are members of the United States Bureau of Customs. 

Any type of goods may be brought into the Foreign Trade Zones 
except those which are prohibited by law or those which the Foreign 
Trade Zones Board may order to be excluded as detrimental to 
public interest, health or safety. 

The Customs Regulations distinguish between (1) goods specific- 
ally and absolutely prohibited on the grounds of policy and 
(2) goods subject to conditional prohibition (that is, those articles 
which are subject to permits or licences for reasons of economic 
or political security or which require reconditioning or relabelling 
before they can be admitted to United States Customs territory). 
Control of the first category is the responsibility of the Bureau of 
Customs and that of the second category is a matter for the 
appropriate Federal Department—for example, the Food and Drug 
Administration in the case of foodstuffs. 


Internal Revenue Tax 


The internal revenue tax regulations forbid the manufacture 
within the Zones of playing cards, tobacco products, oleo-margarine, 
adulterated or renovated butter, filled cheese, coconut and other 
vegetable oils, narcotics, white phosphorus matches, firearms, 
liquor and sugar. The manufacture of clocks and watches is also 
forbidden but assembly processes may be carried on within the 
Zones. 

Under the old rules goods intended for removal from a Zone 
had to be transferred to a point outside its precincts before permission 
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to enter the goods was granted by the Customs. ‘The double handling 
involved and its attendant expense have been eliminated by setting 
up a procedure under which the importer and the Zone operator 
jointly request of the Customs formal entry for each consignment. 
As soon as a request is approved by the Collector, the goods are 
considered as having been transferred to Customs territory. Consign- 
ments may now be unloaded at a Zone for immediate transfer to 
Customs territory or removal therefrom for immediate loading on a 
vessel in a Zone with no other formality than the usual loading or 
unloading permit. 


Problems for Exporters 


One of the problems confronting the exporter to the United States 
is that of maintaining sufficient stocks in that country to meet current 
demand. Within their limits the Zones provide sufficient warehouse 
facilities for the majority of users, where the goods can lie free of 
duty. In addition, such processes as assembly, packing and other 
manipulation are permitted within the Zones, although the space 
available precludes very large scale operations of this kind. 

The regulations permit the exhibition of goods within the Zones 
and also the establishment of sub-zones for exhibition purposes. 
It will not be necessary, as is the case with other trade shows in the 
United States, to obtain Congressional authority for the duty free 





Need to Set Export Sights Higher 


Since the end of the war the target for exports has been 
to enable us to pay our way. Now, seeing matters in 
clearer perspective, and having by our efforts in the last 
year secured the opportunity to take a longer view, we 
realize the need to set our sights higher.

importation of foreign merchandise intended for exhibition in Foreign 
Trade Zones or sub-zones. The user of a Foreign Trade Zone may 
request a “ liquidation of duties and a determination of taxes,’’ on 
goods which are lying in a Zone. In other words, he can obtain 
prior official ruling on his liability to the United States revenue 
authorities on goods which he intends to send into Customs territory. 
Once a ruling is given it is adhered to even where the rates chargeable 
are increased before the consignment leaves the Zone. An allowance 
on waste resulting from manufacturing or related processes within a 
Zone can be claimed when the finished product becomes liable for 
the payment of duty. Another point of interest is that, by agreement 
between the United States Post Office and the Bureau of Customs, 
samples and small parcels of goods may be sent by post into Foreign 
Trade Zones without Customs entry or payment of duty. 


Local Rules 


While the Zones are subject to regulations made by the Federal 
Government Departments concerned, they have their own local rules 
because of their varying conditions of operation. For example, the 
New York Zone is under the control of the Municipality of New York 
City whereas the San Francisco Zone is controlled by the State 
Harbour Commissioners. Again, the San Antonio (Texas) Zone is 
privately owned and operated. : 

Exporters who are considering the question of using any of the 
Zones are advised to ask the Superintendent of the Zone they may 
have in mind for particulars of the applicable regulations, conditions 
and charges.

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NITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in December were, provision- 
ally, £203-7 million, only slightly less than the November total, 
£207-2 million, when there were also 25 working days. Imports 
in December were £267:7 million compared with £262-9 million 
a month in July-November bringing the excess of imports (c.i.f.) 
over exports and re-exports (f.o.b.) in December up to £57 million. 


The provisional total of United Kingdom exports for the year 1952 
was £2,550 million, a decrease of £30 million (1 per cent.) compared 
with 1951 ; the exceptionally high level of exports in the first quarter 
was followed by greatly reduced exports in the remaining months of 
the year. Imports in the year totalled £3,481 million (c.i.f.) a decrease 
of £422 million (11 per cent.) compared with the total of £3,904 
million for 1951. The value of imports in 1952 was, however, much 
higher than in 1950, when they totalled £2,608 million. Re-exports 
reached £144 million in 1952 compared with £127 million in 1951 and 
the excess of imports over exports and re-exports was £409 million 


(one-third) less than in 1951.

United Kingdom Exports to North America in 
December and 1952 


United Kingdom exports to North America in December were, 
provisionally, £22.3 million. Exports to the United States were 
£12-2 million, slightly more than in November, but exports to 
Canada decreased by a further £2-4 million to £10-1 million. 


In the fourth quarter exports to North America were greater than 
in any other quarter in 1952 and exceeded (by 10 per cent.) the average 
for the year 1951. 


In spite of the recovery in the fourth quarter, United Kingdom 
exports to North America for the year 1952 reached only £271 million 
compared with £274 million in 1951. Exports to the United States 
increased by £7 million to £144 million (thus reaching a total of over 
$400 million for the first time) but there was a reduction of £10 million 
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to £127 million in exports to Canada. In the first eight months of the 
year exports to Canada were less than in the corresponding Months of 


1951.

Notes 


All the figures are for imports and exports as recorded in the Trade 
Accounts. They differ from the figures entering into our Balance of 
Payments mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include insur- 
ance and freight paid to United Kingdom residents ; there are also 
significant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets 
of figures. ‘The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over exports is not therefore 
the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of Payments. 


The £422 million decrease in imports may be compared with the 
forecast of a £400 million decrease mentioned by the President of 
the Board of Trade in the House of Commons on July 30 last. 


It will be seen from the table that although the decrease in exports 
over the year as a whole by comparison with 1951 was only of the 
order of 1 per cent., the comparison between the rates for each of the 
four quarters taken separately and the average rate for 1951 as a 
whole varied considerably. Thus there was an 11-4 per cent. increase 
in the first quarter on the 1951 quarterly average followed by decreases 
of 2-6 per cent., 11-0 per cent. and 2-5 per cent. in the remaining 
quarters. 


There was also a considerable variation between 1951 and 1952.in 
the proportion of exports sent to the various markets. Complete 
figures for the arca pattern of trade for the year as a whole will not be 
available until some time in February when a full analysis will be 
published. 1n the meantime the attached table giving the figures for 
the first eleven months provides an indication of the general trend. 


It is not yet possible to give final figures to show how far variations 
were due to changes in price and how far to changes in volume : 
equally, final figures for individual commodities are not yet available.

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Secretary for Overseas Trade Visits 


Denmark and Norway 


HE SECRETARY for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, 

has been on a week’s good will visit to Denmark and Norway. 
The object of his journey was to give the trading communities in 
those countries a practical proof of British friendship. No direct 
trade negotiations were conducted ; but during the visit problems 
affecting the level of Anglo-Danish and Anglo-Norwegian trade were 
discussed. 

Speaking at a luncheon in Copenhagen on Monday, arranged by 
the British Import Union, Mr. Mackeson appealed to the Danes to 
consider how they could buy more British goods. He told them that 
last year Denmark sold to Britain £120 million worth of goods, 
mostly agricultural produce, but bought only £64 million worth of 
British goods in return. 

** Without being tactless,’”’ he said, ‘‘ we are asking you to consider 
whether you might accept more goods from us. We are living in a 
pretty dangerous world. Britain’s very existence depends on a high 
level of world trade. If we cannot get the raw materials we require 
we should be threatened with collapse.” 

Mr. Mackeson reminded the Danes that Britain bought 75 per cent. 
of their exportable surplus of butter, 70 per cent. of their exportable 
surplus of eggs, and no less than 90 per cent. of their exportable 
surplus of bacon. He recognized that Denmark needed these earnings 
to enable her to make purchases abroad. 

Britain was spending between 13 and 14 per cent. of her national 
revenue on defence, he said. Owing to a re-arrangement of defence 
expenditure the burdens on the engineering, electrical and aircraft 
industries had been lightened, and these could take a larger share in 
British exports. 


British Promises Fulfilled 


He reminded them of how Britain had lived up to her promises 
to give them the raw materials they particularly required. Last year 
Britain had promised 950,000 tons of coal, but had actually delivered 
two-and-a-half-million tons, she had promised a quarter of a million 
tons of coke, but had sent half a million, and had probably just kept 
her promise of 60,000 tons of steel. 600,000 tons of coal and 360,000 
tons of coke would be delivered in the first quarter of 1953. Both the 
steel and the tinplate position would also be better this year. He 
hoped therefore that the Danes would buy more British goods, 
especially textiles and motor cars. 

He promised that the British Import Union’s “ pretty candid, 
confidential report ’’ on British exports to Denmark which contained 
complaints of slow delivery, excessive packing charges, and in some 
cases of inferior goods supplied, would be carefully discussed, not 
only among officials but with leaders of British industry.

Official Reception to Central 


American Trade Mission 


HE SECRETARY for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, 

gave an official reception for the Central American Trade Mission 
on Thursday evening, January 8, in the Henry VIII wine cellar in 
the Board of Trade Headquarters at Horse Guards Avenue, London, 
S.W.1. 


The Mission, which was sponsored by the Government, and led 
by Brigadier W. H. Crosland, managing director of Parson & Crosland 
Ltd., has recently returned from a tour of Venezuela, Colombia, the 
Dominican Republic, Cuba and Mexico. The Mission found ample 
evidence of willingness to increase trade with the United Kingdom. 
Its report will be presented to the President of the Board of Trade 
and published as soon as possible. 
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Industrial Engineering Team’s 
Visit to United States 


HE first Specialist Team to visit the United States under the 

auspices of the British Productivity Council was due to sail on 
Thursday. 

Many of the productivity teams have reported that, in contrast to 
the average British firm, everyone throughout American firms is 
habitually on the alert to improve methods of manufacture. This 
specialist team is to see whence the urge comes and how it becomes 
effective. Its terms of reference cover study of how the process 
of constant betterment is influenced by budgeting and costing, and 
by administrative organization and policy towards personnel ; what 
steps are taken to improve the factory floor routine ; what is the 
extent of the impact on design of manufacturing demands ; and what 
facilities are given for training in industrial engineering. 

The team is visiting the United States after 65 other teams have 
reported in detail on industries and on techniques of one kind of 
another. It is not concerned with details of either technique or 
manufacture but with how new knowledge and new ideas are applied. 
The key word is “ methods.”’ Its task is to investigate what it is 
in the practice of American industry and of the American company 
that results in their dynamic and aggressive attitude to change of 
methods. 

The visit is being made with technical assistance from the Mutual 
Security Agency (formerly E.C.A.), which will defray the dollar 
costs of the tour. The final arrangements have been made by the 
British Productivity Council although the original suggestion and the 
earlier negotiations are made by the Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity. 

The thirteen members of the team will be led by Mr. W. F. 
Garnham, General Works Manager of Ransomes, Sims and Jefferies 
Ltd. Nominations to it have been made by the Institution of Produc- 
tion Engineers, the Engineering and Allied Employers’ National 
Federation, the British Institute of Management, the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, the Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants, the Ministry of Education and the ‘Trades Union 
Congress. The joint team secretaries will be Mr. A. G. Hayek, of 
Thackwell and Hayek Ltd., and Mr. T. A. Prichard of the British 
Productivity Council.

The drawings have been prepared by Messrs. Walter Pritchard 
and Gordon Huntly, and are intended to help manufacturers and 
members of the public in their quest for correct and appropriate 
Scottish emblems for the Coronation. They may be reproduced 
by various processes on Coronation souvenirs, street decorations, 
displays and favours. ‘They conform to all restrictions on the use 
of the Crown and the Royal Arms.

Wool Output and Employment 
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Recovery Continued in November 


pecan MADE available by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics show that, after allowance for the difference in the 

number of working days, the encouraging level of activity and 
production in October was maintained ; in most cases there was a 
significant further improvement. Employment also rose in all the 
main sections in November. 


Compared with November 1951, when activity was very low and still 
declining, output in all sections showed substantial improvement. 
The production of tops per working day rose 57 per cent. and the rate 
of drawing of tops 37 per cent. Worsted yarn deliveries per working 
day were 30 per cent. higher ; the rate of deliveries of fabrics rose

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Movements in Wholesale Prices in December 


HE REGULAR fall in the basic materials index in each month 

during 1952 was broken, though by a rise of only 0-8 per cent., 

in December. Reductions in the prices of raw cotton (down 
2-9 per cent.), East African sisal, tin ingots (down only 1:2 per cent.) 
and a number of other items including crude oil and lubricants, were 
more than off-set by rises in the prices of rubber (up 10-8 per cent.), 
hides and skins (up 5-1 per cent.), raw jute, raw wool (up 3:2 per cent.) 
and lead. 

‘The indices for materials used in mechanical engineering and in the 
electrical machinery industry also rose, by 0-7 and 0-6 per cent. 
respectively. In both cases the increase was mainly due to the 
combined effect of higher prices for rubber, iron castings, copper 
sheets, brass ingots and lead. ‘The indices for building materials 
both fell slightly, chiefly because of a small decline in joinery prices.

Main increase among the industry output indices was one of 11-0 
per cent. for carpets, with smaller increases for iron foundries and 
boots and shoes as well as for hosiery and knitted goods. The index 
for rubber tyres and tubes fell by 4-3 per cent., and among the ten 
other output indices showing a decline were cotton weaving (down 2-4 
per cent.), paper and board (down 1-6 per cent.), canvas goods and 
sacks (down 1-4 per cent.) and made-up clothing which fell by only 
0-1 per cent. Three new indices—for paper and board, paper bags 
and slates—are published in this series for the first time this month. 

One of the most noticeable changes among the commodity indices, 
apart from those already mentioned, was that affecting linoleum and 
felt base, which fell by 5-1 per cent. 

An article dealing with the trend of wholesale prices over 1952 as 
a whole, will be published next month.

The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the com- 
modities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries. Details of the other indices of industrial 
materials, namely those for the electrical machinery and mechanical 
engineering industries and for building and civil engineering, appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal on September 16, 1950, and February 10 
and May 19, 1951, respectively. It is not intended at present to 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the constituent 
items and the weights used in the construction of the indices of 
industrial output and the commodity indices ; where it is possible to 
issue these, they may be obtained on application to the Director of 
Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below. 
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Publication of some of the old series of index numbers 
based on average prices in 1930 is being continued for a

1951, when the number of visitors to this country from the Continent 
was unusually large on account of the Festival of Britain. The 
greater stringency in the United Kingdom currency regulations this 
year might have affected the number of United Kingdom residents 
travelling to the Continent. Even so the numbers travelling by sea 
to and from the Scandinavian countries (191,000) Holland (373,000), 
and Belgium (476,000) showed increases of 6 per cent., 25 per cent. 
and 42 per cent. respectively. The number travelling by sea between 
United Kingdom and France (1,476,000), which of course includes 
many who would be going on to other countries, fell, however, by 
over 10 per cent. Passengers to and from the Irish Republic 
(1,390,000) and the Channel rslands (600,000), showed increases of 
7 per cent. and 11 per cent. respectively; travel between the United 
Kingdom and these countries, being within the Sterling Area, is 
not subject to currency restriction.

Migration 


There were 140,452 emigrants by sea to non-European countries 
in the nine months under review, 12 per cent. more than a vear 
earlier, and of these 121,184 went to Commonwealth countries. The 
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number who went to Canada (35,628) was 58 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier, whereas the number going to Australia (42,688), although 
still the largest to any individual country, was 8 per cent. lower. 
Other Commonwealth countries to receive increased numbers of 
United Kingdom emigrants were New Zealand (11,192), South

Africa (6,710) and Southern Rhodesia (4,442) which showed rises of 
43 per cent., 31 per cent. and 42 per cent. respectively. 


The number of immigrants into the United Kingdom from 
Commonwealth countries (46,874) showed an increase of 5 per cent., 
principally as the result of a large increase in the number from Canada 
(5,814), whilst the number from foreign countries (15,750) rose by 
25 per cent. Immigrants from the United States (10,446) were the 
largest from any single country, Commonwealth or foreign, and 
amounted to 17 per cent. of the total. Many of these, such as the 
wives and families of United States Servicemen, are, however, not 
permanent migrants, but since they stop here more than one year fall 
within the definition of a migrant for the purpose of these statistics.

War Damage Payments in 1952 


THE War Damage Commission paid out £57 million during 1952, 
compared with £72 million in 1951 and £92 million in 1950. The 
average weekly rate of payments in the last quarter of 1952 was 
£914,000. 

The Commission paid 117,000 “‘ cost of works ” claims for repairs 
during the year, and made 30,000 payments on account. ‘The amount 
involved was £48 million of which £47 million was paid to private 
owners and the remainder to local and other public authorities. About 
£26 million was for the repair and rebuilding of houses. 

Other principal items were: commercial buildings £6} million ; 
factories, £6} million ; churches, £3 million ; shops, £2} million. 

The average individual payment during 1952 was £410, compared 
with £342 in 1951 and £262 in 1950. 

Value payments amounted to nearly £9 million, of which £2 
million related to houses. 

Greater London’s share of the total was £38 million. 

Total war damage payments by the Commission now amount to 
£1,077 million in 4,520,000 separate payments. Contributions by 
property owners during and after the war amounted to nearly £200 
million.

Kelly’s Directory of London 


The 1953 edition of the ‘‘ Post Office London Directory ” has been 
published by Kelly’s Directories Ltd., 186 Strand, London, W.C.2, 
price £5. In addition to the three sections headed Commercial 
Trades and Streets, there are separate sections devoted to law, private 
residents, parliamentary, postal, city and municipal, ecclesiastical, 
and banking information. A street plan is included, which forms a 
valuable addition to the streets section, in which full grid references 
are given. In addition to four sectional plans on a scale of four inches 
to a mile, a large area of Central London is dealt with in an enlarged 
section on a six inch scale. The general arrangement and indexing 
of the volume has been done to make easy reference to any entry in 
the volume a simple matter. 

The directory provides a ready means of getting in touch with 
firms and persons engaged in businesses and professions. In addition 
to its functions as a buyer’s guide for tracing fresh sources of supply 
and as a seller’s guide for manufacturers and wholesalers for the 
development of new markets, it should prove useful for checking on 
enquiries, economic planning of deliveries, revision of records and 
planning postal and personal campaigns and publicity. 


Tests of Electrical Insulating Materials 


The facilities of the National Physical Laboratory for testing 
electrical insulating materials are well-known to industry. A booklet, 
Notes on Applied Science, No. 3, “The Properties of Electrical 
Insulating Materials and Methods of Test,” published for the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 1s. 3d. (by post 
1s. 44d.) describes how tests are carried out on both old and new 
materials. One test, for example, consists of placing two brass 
cylinders one inch apart on the surface of the material and increasing 
the voltage until discharge across the surface occurs. Materials are 
tested under conditions in which they are likely to be used, for example, 
synthetic resin bonded paper tubes are tested for electric strength in 
oil at 90 degrees Centigrade. 

Materials such as waxes, bitumens, varnishes, enamels, nylon, rayon 
and timbers are tested in addition to ordinary insulating materials, 
and switchgear, transformers, and other large equipment. Voltages 
up to a million volts can be applied in air, oil or artificial rain. Surge 
voltages up to 2 million volts can be used to test transformers, cables, 
cable joints, etc. To install testing apparatus on this scale would be 
too dear except for the largest manufacturer.

Engine Lubricating Oils 


B.S. 1905 : 1952 lays down standards for the quality and perform- 
ance of additive type oils for compression ignition engines. At 
present there is no test method developed using a British engine 
which has been sufficiently widely examined under controlled 
conditions to permit its adoption as a British Standard and therefore 
this standard has been based on United States Army Ordnance 
Department Specification MIL-—0-2104. 

This specification is intended to safeguard the standard of supplies 
for those users who are convinced they secure sufficient benefits from 
this type of oil, and to define the nature of the oils for those who wish 
to establish their field of usefulness. 

An engine test is inevitably complicated and it is not possible at 
the present time for the results to be completely assessed numerically. 

‘This is that the 
engine tests shall be carried out in a laboratory approved by the British 
Standards Institution, and that the laboratory report and other 
material shall then be submitted to a special Sub-Committee of the 
Mark Committee of the British Standards Institution for the purpose 
of assessing whether the oil complies with the requirements of this 
standard. It is intended that the standard of the assessment of this 
Sub-Committee shall be as closely as possible the same as that of the 
American reviewing board, but there is no official connection between 
the two bodies.

Filler Rods for Gas Welding

CODES OF PRACTICE 
Walls and Partitions of Blocks and Slabs 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 122, ‘“* Walls and Partitions of Blocks and of Slabs.” 

The Code stresses the need for the exchange of information be- 
tween contracting parties and for a time schedule. It deals with 
blocks and slabs, mortars, permanent supports, reinforcement, scrim, 
damp-proof courses, flashings, airbricks and gratings. ‘The relevant 
British Standards are quoted. 

The general considerations affecting choice of materials and their 
fundamental characteristics are given in some detail, covering such 
factors as sound-absorption co-efficients, fire resistance gradings and 
thermal transmittance values. Information is provided on the mixing 
proportions for mortar, limitations to inter-mixing, treatment of 
damp-proof courses, finishing of joints, formation of vent ducts and 
other constructional details.

Structural Use of Timber in Buildings 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 112, ‘‘ The Structural Use of Timber in Buildings,” 
with which is incorporated Sub-Code 112, 100, “‘ Preservative Treat- 
ments for Timber Used in Buildings.” ‘These were drawn up by 
Committees convened on behalf of the Council by the Institution of 
Structural Engineers, and the present Code is a revision of drafts 
previously issued for comment. 

The Code deals with the design, fabrication and erection of struc- 
tural timber work. It is based on the principles of engineering 
design and on data established by research. 

It gives recommendations for the quality of materials, the moisture 
content of timber for various purposes and the permissible stresses 
appropriate to particular conditions of loading and service, applicable 
to timber when used either in simple solid members or as parts of 
built up structures incorporating other materials. Design data for 
the use of nails, screws, bolts, connectors and adhesives are also 
included. Recommendations are given for a method of test for com- 
ponents or assemblies of unconventional design which may not be 
readily amenable to detailed analysis.

The 


Market for United Kingdom Consumer Goods 


in Costa Rica

HE steady improvement in the Costa Rican economy which has 

been noticeable for some time, continued during 1951 and 1952. 

Except for Government finances, the gains made have not been 
spectacular, yet they appear to justify the policies consistently 
followed by the present administration since it came into power in 
November 1949. It has therefore been possible to put into effect 
a long-range economic development programme which promises to 
bring about broad changes and basic improvement in the country’s 
economy. 

It is evident that prospects for continued and increasing imports 
are promising. ‘The United Kingdom’s share of the market can be 
increased, for British goods are held in high regard from the point 
of view of quality and price and the only complaint heard is the 
question of the time lag in deliveries. If these can be improved, 
an increased volume of trade can be expected, 

The Administration’s financial operations for 1951 and for the first 
nine months of 1952 have been particularly successful. ‘The backlog 
of commercial payments due to foreign suppliers has been liquidated. 
Exchange surcharges on items of prime necessity were withdrawn 
sooner than had been anticipated when current foreign exchange 
controls were enacted. A new and, generally speaking, higher 
customs tariff, was put into operation. Intervention of the Central 
Bank in the free exchange market was followed by marked improve- 
ment in the colon—dollar rate (now standing at $1-00 6°63/6°65) 
and contributed to the slight decrease in the cost-of-living index 
figure for the period under review. 

The years 1951 and 1952 have been highly successful in that the 
promises made by the Administration when it took office in 1949 have 
been justified and the country’s financial position has been sub- 
stantially improved. 

The value of total imports during 1951, as compared with the 
previous year, increased by 21 per cent. (U.S. $55,470,000 as against 
U.S. $46,033,000). This increase reflects both greater demand 
and some decrease in local prices of imported merchandise. The 
sound basis of the present economy is revealed by the fact that not 
only was foreign exchange available for payment of the entire 1951 
import account, and some U.S. $7,782,000 made available during 
the same period for payment of the balance of the commercial! backlog 
from previous years, but also the Central Bank’s foreign exchange 
reserves at the end of the year had reached unprecedented heights. 
Costa Rica has no artificial import barriers. Although she has 
strong ties of friendship with the United States there is nevertheless 
a distinct trend towards other suppliers which cannot be entirely 
due to better credit terms, and which must be ascribed to better prices 
and deliveries. ‘The range of products offered by Germany is 
increasing and there are indications that Germany’s share of the market 
will continue to grow unless the trend is upset by a current uneasiness 
concerning the world situation which would make it unwise to place 
orders for other than immediate delivery. 

The system of exchange control now operating in Costa Rica is 
governed by the Law for International Payments which came into 
force in September 1951. All exports are licenced by the Central 
Bank and all foreign exchange received from exports is compulsorily 
surrendered to the Central Bank in exchange for Colones at the official 
selling rate. This legislation prescribes two exchange markets—the 
official and the free and, in the absence of surcharges, only two 
effective exchange rates. Only imports appearing on a list of articles 
of primary necessity may enter the country with official-rate foreign 
exchange and all other imports must be purchased with free market 
exchange. ‘Typical items on the list of articles of primary necessity 
are: wheat, flour, tractors, electric motors, fertilizers and iron and 
steel products. 

Costa Rica’s foreign trade outlook is 


good. It should be 


remembered however that her imports consist almost entirely of 
agricultural products and that her receipts on export products are 





subject to consumer demands and price fluctuations in receiver 
markets, particularly the United States. The sound financial 
position of the country, the continued improvement in the foreign 
exchange position, the rising standard of living and the execution 
of development programmes all point to steady increases in import 
demands.

A useful exchange of views has taken place and it has been arranged 
that import facilities on either side will continue to be available at 
the levels obtaining in 1952 pending further talks which are expected 
to take place in a few weeks time. 





Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 


and Norway 


HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy in Brussels have forwarded a copy of 
the text of the Sixth Additional Protocol to the Commercial 
Agreement of February 21, 1946, between the Belgo-Luxembourg 
Economic Union and Norway. This Protocol was signed in Brussels 
on November 11, 1952, and contains quota lists for the Exchange of 
products during the period September 1, 1952 to August 31, 1953. 

Exports from the B.L.E.U. to Norway include agricultural products, 
chemical products (especially calcium chloride and superphosphates), 
metallurgical coke, rubber articles, paper, leather, photographic 
equipment, skins, footwear, glassware, ceramic products, textiles 
(including made up goods, men’s and women’s hats, and carpets), 
non-ferrous metals, semi-finished products of a'iminium, zine and 
lead, and finished products of non-ferrous metals. 

Norwegian exports to the B.L.E.U. mentioned are fresh and salt 
herrings, other fresh fish, salt and dried cod, and wallboard. 

Norway also agrees to license exports of the following products : 
to the B.L.E.U. between September 1, 1952 and August 31, 1953, 
ferro-silicon, ferro-manganese, ferro-chrome, chemical wood pulp, 
ferro-silicon manganese, pyrites, iron ore, aluminium = and 
carborundum. 

During the same period the B.L.E.U. will authorize the export 
to Norway of iron and steel products, copper and lead.

France and Portugal 


HE French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
December 25, 1952 announces that, by an exchange of notes dated 
December 4, the period of validity of the Franco-Portuguese Commer- 
cial Agreement of February 18, 1952, published in the M.O.C.I. No. 
1493 of February 28 (see Board of Trade Journal of April 5, 1952, 
page 707) has been extended for a further month until March 31, 1953.

Japan is supplying the market with cement, toys, unbleached cotton 
cloth and sewing machines. 

Opportunities for increasing trade with the United Kingdom 
should exist in such goods as motors, lorries and cars, textiles, 
industrial and agricultural machinery, radios, consumer goods, 
mens’ footwear, fertilizers, mill products, hardware and implements 
and tools. There is reason to believe that the policy of the Administra- 
tion during the next twelve months will be to concentrate on 
agricultural development and that the State will provide the necessary 
financial support to enable farmers and others to purchase machinery 
and equipment on a fairly substantial scale. 

The necessity for regular visits to Costa Rica by representatives of 
United Kingdom firms cannot be too strongly emphasized. 

There is some reluctance on the part of the many agents and 
distributors in business here to undertake fresh commitments at the 
present time, but if the economy of the country (which has a popula- 
tion of just over 800,000) continues to expand at its present rate 
there is every reason to believe that prospects for future business 
should be bright.

The Netherlands and Western 


Germany 
HE® MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at The Hague have forwarded a 


copy of the Berichtendienst Economische Voorlichting of September 
23, 1952, which publishes new quota lists dated August 12, 1952 
to the Trade Agreement between the Netherlands and Western 
Germany of January 18, 1951. 

These lists are valid as from September 1 and will be in force for 
an indefinite period. 

List A. Netherlands’ exports to Western Germany is provisional. 
Deliberations were still taking place in regard to the quotas, par- 
ticularly in regard to the recent alterations in the German import 
liberalization list. List B. Netherlands’ imports from Western 
Germany is definitely in operation. 


List A includes meat and meat products, agricultural products, 
chemicals, paper and manufactures of paper, textiles, clothing, 
glass and glassware, electrical goods, iron and steel products. 


List B includes agricultural products, chemicals, chemical pro- 
ducts and preparations including colours, leather and leather goods, 
artificial silk and other textiles, clothing, ceramics, iron and steel 
products, aluminium goods, motor vehicles, agricultural and other 
machinery, electro-technical and other electrical articles, watch and 
clock makers’ wares, plastics and plastic manufactures and fountain 
pens.

New Zealand 


Exchange Allocations 

THE Reserve Bank of New Zealand has announced that the un- 
expended balances of importers’ 1952 exchange allocations (whether 
basic or additional) may be carried forward into 1953 upon application 
to the importer’s trading bank, and without prior reference to the 
Reserve Bank. A form of application has been distributed to banks, 
copies of which may be obtained on application. The form is to be 
completed in duplicate by the importer and submitted before January 
31, 1953, to his trading bank branch, who will confirm the balance 
available and send one copy to the Reserve Bank. 

If an importer has not applied for the transfer to 1953 of his unused 
balance of 1952 exchange by January 31, 1953, it will be assumed that 
he does not wish to use the funds, and the allocation will thereupon 
be cancelled. 

Funds transferred to 1953 may be used only on the same conditions 
(as to currency and commodity) that previously attached to them. 
Subject to this proviso, unexpended 1952 funds must be used to pay 
for outstanding firm orders placed and accepted prior to April 1, 1952. 
Allocations of 1953 exchange must also be applied towards such orders.

United Kingdom Pavilion at the 
St. Erik’s Fair, Stockholm 


LANS are afoot for a repetition on a considerably larger scale this 

year of the United Kingdom Pavilion organized for the first time at 
the St. Erik’s Fair in 1952. 

The St. Erik’s Fair, 1953, will take place from August 22 to 
September 6.

The pavilion is being organized by West 
Dean Exhibitions Ltd., 141 New Bond Street, London, W.1 (Tel. : 
Mayfair 3701) who will be glad to supply full information about the 
St. Erik’s Fair, for which they are the United Kingdom agents, and 
about costs and conditions of participation in the British Pavilion. 

St. Erik’s offers an excellent opportunity to introduce new lines to 
the Swedish market or to stimulate sales of articles already established. 
That Western Germany recognizes its value is proved by the scale on 
which she has participated in recent years. British exporters wishing 
to retain their share of this important market would be well advised 
to consider participation.
